AUSTRIAN GOLD AND FOREIGN-EXCHANGE RESERVES 
EXCEED TEN-BILLION-SCHILLING MARK. The latestreports 
from the Austrian National Bank and the Central Statistical 
Agency indicate that the foreign-exchange reserves of the 
Austrian National Bank again 
showed an increase during 
the month of August. This 
latest increase, amounting to 
600 million schillings, raised 
the balance as of August 31 
to the equivalent of 9.73 bil- 
lion schillings. Goldreserves 
which had amounted to 327.7 
million schillings at the end 
of July, increased to 412.7 
million schillings. The Aus- 
trian schillingis thus backed 
by more than ten billion 
schillings in foreign-ex- 
change and gold holdings. 
Between the end of July and 
the end of August Austrian 
bank-note circulation  in- 
creased by 727 million to 
reach atotal of 11,264,900,000 
schillings. 
PLANS FOR 1956 MOZART 
FESTIVAL COMPLETED. 
Salzburg is planning to cele- 
brate the 200th anniversary of 
Mozart’s birth on January 27, 
1956, with a one-week Mozart 
festival featuring perform- 
ances of ‘‘Idomeneo,’’ with Karl Boehm as conductor, and ‘‘La 
Finta Semplice’’ (The Feigned Simple Girl), under the baton 
of Bernhard Paumgartner. Also planned is a gala concert by 
the Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra. The two opera performances 
will also be included in the Mozart cycle of the 1956 Salzburg 
Festival. During January there will also be an exhibition de- 
voted to the theme of ‘‘Salzburg and Mozart’’ and an inter- 
national Mozart interpretation competition, both events to be 
held in Salzburg. The first volume of a new edition of Mozart’s 
works, being prepared by the Salzburg Central Institute of 
Mozart Research, will be available late in 1955. 

The theme of Vienna’s celebration of the anniversary will 
be ‘‘Youth Pays Tribute to Mozart’’. The events scheduled 
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willbe carried out with the cooperation of the Vienna Symphony 
Orchestra and various young artist. Among other things, a per- 
formance of Mozart’s ‘‘Waisenhaus-Messe’’ (Orphan Asylum 
Mass) is planned at the Rennweg Church, for which it was 
originally written. Another gala concert will be held in Vienna 
on March 16, 1956, to commemorate Mozart’s decision to settle 
down permanently in Vienna. During the 1956 Vienna Festival, 
there is to be a complete cycle of Mozart operas, performed by 
the Vienna State Opera company. The Austrian Academy of 
Science is planning an ‘‘International congress of Musical 
Science,’’ devoted to the theme of ‘‘Mozart and the 18th 
Century.’’ On December 5, 1956, the Vienna Philharmonic will 
present a special concert in commemoration of Mozart’s death. 
AUSTRIAN FEDERAL BUDGET FOR1955 WILL AMOUNT TO 
23 BILLION SCHILLINGS. The Austrian Government will 
shortly submit the 1955 federal budget for the approval of 
Parliament. The Government’s draft: proposal provides for 
expenditures in the amount of 23.4 billion schillings and es- 
timated receipts of 22.17 billion, which would mean a deficit 
of 0.87 billion. The special budget provides for additional 
expenditures of 1.73 billion. In view of the favorable situation 
in the Austrian economy and labor market, it is expected that 
the deficit in the regular budget will be covered by increased 
receipts of the Federal Government and reduced expenditures 
for unemployment insurance. It is expected that the funds for 
the special budget will be obtained partly from cash holdings 
and surpluses of the regular budget and partly by credit 
transactions. 

NEW PUBLICATION OF RESEARCH INSTITUTE FOR DANUBE 
AREA PROBLEMS. The Research Institute for Questions of 
the Danube Area, with headquarters in Salzburg, is now issuing 
a bulletin which is intended to serve as a forum for interna- 
tional discussion of problems connected with the Danube area. 
The Institute was founded on December 5, 1953, for the purpose 
of studying the social, ethnic, historical, legal, cultural, 
political and economic problems of the area in question. It has 
set itself the task of working out proposals for practical solu- 
tions to these problems in order thereby to serve the cause of 
peaceful cooperation between the peoples of Europe in general 
and those of the Danube area in particular. An explanatory 
note appearing in the first issue of the new publication states 
that the purpose of the Institute’s bulletin is to contribute to 
‘‘the rectification of certain inaccurate views about the situ- 
ation in the Danube area which were obviously born of the 
nationalistic and propaganda requirements of the 
First World War and which are still alive today, particularly 
in the countries of the West.’’ The Bulletin states further: 
‘*The principal goal of our publication will be to weigh and 
clarify the prerequisites and possibilities of a future peaceful 
union of the Danube nations.’’ The Institute is in favor of a 
regional union of all the Danube nations, within the framework 
of a United Europe. 


SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN OUTPUT AND EXPORTS OF 
AUSTRIAN STEEL AND METAL INDUSTRY. The semi-annual 
reports issued by the various Austrian steel, sheet metal and 
aluminum plants, for the first half of 1954 show that a con- 
siderable increase in production and export has been achieved 
since the beginning of the year. Thus, production in the rolled 
steel industry (Alpine Montan and United Austrian Iron and

Steel Works) rose from 330,000 tons in the first half of 1953 
to 474,000 tons in the first half in 1954. Rolled steel exports 
amounted to 156,000 tons or twice the figure for the sare 
period in 1953. The new mill train has made possible a con- | 
siderable increase in the production of light sheets, the ex- * 
ports of which increased 91/2 times overthose of the previous 
year. Foreign orders placed with the Austrian steel industry ] 


- represented a value twice that of the previous year. The 


Austrian Metal Works in Ranshofen, one of the country’s 
newest industrial plants, produced more than 100 million 
schillings’ worth of merchandise during the first half of 1954. 
Whereas this plant’s exports for all of 1953 amounted to only 
3,050 tons, it had already exported more than 3,106 tons just 
in the first six months of the present year. Its output was ex- 
ported to 43 different European and overseas countries. 


3 THREE-PHASE TRANSFORMERS SHIPPED TO THE U.S.A. 
BY THE AUSTRIAN ELIN WORKS. The Austrian Elin Works / 
shipped 3 giant three-phase transformers, together with their + 
accessory apparatus, to the United States early in September 
of this year. Three 70-ft. flat cars were required to transport 
the 500-ton transformers to the port of Hamburg from where 
they were shipped. The three units are earmarked for a large 
transformer station in the State of Washington. 


PREFABRICATED WOODEN HOUSES TO BE MASS-PRO. ? 
DUCED IN AUSTRIA. On the order of the Austrian Government 
and with the financial aid of the American Economic Mission 
in Austria, which has released ninety-five million schillings 
from counterpart funds for the purpose, the Austrian Producti- 
vity Center is now setting up a project intended to lead to the 
serial production of prepacked wooden homes. A sample fair 
featuring 15 different types of houses, ranging in living area 
from 700 to 1200 sq. ft. and generally comprising a living 
room and two to three bedrooms, will be held in Vienna at the 
end of September. These houses will also be equipped with 
sufficient closet space, a modern kitchen and a bathroom. 
These residential units, which will be heated by means of 
hot-air piping imbedded in the floor, are not only fully pre- 
fabricated, but also easy to ship and assemble. Present plans 
call for making the houses available to buyers against a down 
payment of 15% of the cost price, with the balance to be paid 

over a period of 30 years at an annual interest rate of 4%.

AUSTRIA WINS TWO WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP TITLES IN 
KAYAK RACING. Austria took two world titles in the world 
championship kayak races at Macon, France. In the 10,000- 
eter kayak doubles, Raub and Wiedermann of Austria defeat- 
ed Johannson and Fjelman of Sweden and Kleine and Stein- 
hauer of Germany. In the 1,000-meter Canadian doubles, the 
Austrians Liebhart and Lulla were victorious over the two 
Hungarian pairs, Bodop-Tuza and Osonka-Sasvari. In the 500- 
meter kayak singles for women, the Austrian Fritzi Schwingl

thus help his country in its efforts to obtain freedom and real 
peace. Stating that labor is justified in showing an interest 
in world affairs, the Ambassador declared that organized 
trade unions are not only a prerequisite to industrial progress 
but also constitute one of the pillars in a living democracy. 
Turning to the world political situation and the relationship of 
of the West to the East, Dr. Gruber declared: ‘‘Whereas the 
Eastern bloc concentrated its energy and every ounce of its 
resources on rearmament and concerted action, the free world 
thought it could afford the luxury of an emotional approach and 
ff getting bogged down in legalistic quarrels. Austria is one 
f the victims of these circumstances.’’ 

Ambassador Gruber then recalled that the occupation of 
Austria has lasted almost ten years and that the country is 
still not being set free, even though no one, including the 
Soviets, any longer claims that the continued occupation of 
Austria is justified in any way — politically, economically or 
‘therwise. Dr. Gruber said that Austria should be regarded as 
i yardstick for measuring Russian attitudes in Europe and 
throughout the world. Suggesting that the Soviets be asked 
ver and over again ‘‘What about Austria?’’, the Ambassador 
feclared: ‘‘If Russia should come to the conclusion that 
further progress in her relations in Europe will not be possible 
before the Austrian question is settled, the Soviets will think 
twice before they reject a satisfactory settlement. And if they 
io, it should be very clear to everybody that more effective 
strength of the West is required in carrying out peace objectives.’’ 


CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


TRIUMPHANT GUEST TOUR OF VIENNA STATE OPERA IN 
ENGLAND. In the guest tour of the Vienna State Opera in 
England during mid-September, it was primarily the performan- 
ces of Mozart’s operas ‘‘Don Giovanni’’ and ‘The Marriage 
of Figaro’’ which accounted for the company’s triumphant suc- 








cess. The State Opera group made its appearance in London’s 
Festival Hall, using its new portable revolving stage which 
makes a Stage setting possible even in halls which do not 
have any Stage facilities of their own. The performances of 
the company, each of which was sold out weeks in advance, 
played to audiences of about 3,500 persons. The performan- 
ces of Sena Jurinac, Elisabeth Gruemmer, Rita Streich, Erich 
Kunz and George London, in particular, were enthusiastically 
praised by the British press. Dr. Karl Boehm, the Director of 
the Vienna State Opera and conductor of the tour, was warmly 
applauded by the public. The London Daily Express wrote: 
‘*The performances of the Vienna State Opera show that the 
latter has realized the ideal of a company which excels all 
others in achievement.’’ 

LIGHTING INSTALLATIONS FOR VIENNA OPERA HOUSE 
ARE COMPLETED IN U.S. The lighting installations for the 
new Stage of the rebuilt Vienna State Opera, which had been 
ordered in the United States, have now been completed. The 
installations were loaded on the SS ‘‘American Judge’’ of the 
United States Line on October 2 for shipment to Vienna via 
Rotterdam. A celebration was held at the New York pier in 
connection with this shipment. 


NEW VIENNA STATE OPERA PRODUCTIONS. Three new 
productions are scheduled for the 1954-55 season of the Vien- 
na State Opera Company. Umberto Giordano’s ‘‘Andrea Che- 
nier’’ and Richard Strauss’ ‘‘Flektra,’’ ire to be staged by 
Wieland Wagner and Mozart’s ‘‘Marriage of Figaro’’ by Dr.Karl 
Boehm. Oskar Fritz Schuh has been placed in charge of pre- 
paring the production of all the Mozart operas at the new ope 
ra house after its opening on November 5, 1955. 


EGON SEEFEHLNER TO ASSIST IN OPERA MANAGEMENT. 
Dr. Egon Seefehlner, general secretary of the Vienna Kon- 
zerthaus Society, has been appointed a member of the mana- 
gerial staff of the Vienna State Opera, effective September 1. 
Selected on the recommendation of State Opera Director Kar] 
Boehm, Dr. Seefehlner will handle administrative assignments 
at the State Opera. 


VIENNA OPERETTA COMPANY VISITING ENGLAND. A 
Vienna operetta company, the cast of which includes members 
of the Vienna State Opera Company, recently left on a long 
tour of England. The debut of the group at the Stoll Theater 
in London was a great success. The works performed were 
‘Wiener Blut’’ (Vienna Blood) by Johann Strauss, ‘‘The Merry 
Widow’’ by Franz Lehar and the ‘‘Czardasfuerstin’’(The Csar- 
das Princess) by Emmerich Kalman. The operettas were giv- 
en in the original German, with a narrator describing the ac- 
tion in English. 


NEW FUND ESTABLISHED FOR ACADEMY OF SCIENCE. A 
new fund of 250,000 Austrian schillings has been set up at the 
Academy of Sciences in Vienna to promote scientific research. 
The fund was donated on the occasion of the 60th anniversary 
of the Austrian industrialist Franz Joseph Mayer-Gunthof. 
This is the first private fund which has been established at 
the Academy since 1945. This endowment is important be- 
cause many of the funds established prior to the war depreci- 
ated almost completely in value as a result of numerous 
currency reforms during the war and post-war periods. 
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AUSTRIAN GALLERY COMPLETELY RECONSTRUCTED. 
With the opening of the Austrian Gallery of the 19th and 20th 
Centuries in Vienna’s Upper Belvedere Museum — following 
repair of all the bomb damage — the entire Austrian Gallery is 
now op2n to the public. The 19th century artists represented 
include masters of the classic, Nazarene and romantic schools, 
as well as representatives of the period before 1848. Among 
the newly acquired works are 34 paintings by Anton Romarko. 
rhe first third of the 20th century is represented by works of 
Gustav Klimt and Egon Schiele (both of them founders of the 
Vienna Sezession Gallery) and others. Temporary exhibitions 
are reserved for modern artists and atthe present time paintings 
by members of the Austrian Art Club are on display. Later, 
the Gallery is planning to present a cross-section of works by 
Wilhelm Thoeny, who died in 1949. 

NEW BRONZE AGE DISCOVERIES IN BURGENLAND. A nun- 
ber of early Bronze Age tombs of the so-called ‘‘Wieselburg 
Culture’’ period have been discovered near Gattendorf in the 
Austrian province of Burgenland. A hitherto unknown settle- 
ment, said to be representative of the ‘‘Urnfield culture’”’ of 
the late Bronze Age has been discovered near Gattendorf. 
ALBERTINA EXHIBITION OPENEDIN SANTIAGODE CHILE. 
An exhibition of works belonging to the famous Albertina 
Gallery in Vienna recently opened at the Museo de Bellas 
Artes in Santiago de Chile in the presence of members of the 
Government, the Diplomatic Corps, and eminent 
scientists and artists. The exhibition includes 139 unique re-

CONCERT HOUSE SOCIETY TO PARTICIPATE IN NEXT 
YEAR'S VIENNA MUSIC FESTIVAL. The Vienna Concert 
House Society is planning a musical festival of its own, 
under the direction of Dr. Egon Seefehlner, within the scope 
of the 1955 Vienna Festival Weeks. Scheduled for presenta- 
tion is a concert version of the opera ‘‘Christopher Colum- 
bus’’ as revised by Werner Egk, a concert version of Monte- 
verdi’s opera ‘‘Orpheus’’ prepared by Carl Orff, and the world 
premieres of Johann Nepomuk David’s ‘‘Sixth Symphony’’ and 
Karl Amadeus Hartmann’s ‘‘First Symphony.’’ Likewise on 
the program are the Austrian premieres of Gottfried Einem’s 
suite ‘‘Princess Turandot,’’ Rolf Liebermann’s ‘‘Symphony 
for Large Jazz Orchestra’’ and Peragallo’s ‘‘Violin Concerto.’’ 
Eugene Ormandy will conduct Gustav Mahler’s Second Sym 
phony and Cluytens, the Belgian conductor, will direct an 
orchestral concert. Irmgard Seefried and Dietrich Fischer-

AUSTRIAN HIMALAYA EXPEDITION ACHIEVES VALUABLE 
RESULTS. The 1954 Austrian Himalaya Expedition has re- 
turned from its exploration trip to northwestern Nepal with ex- 
tremely valuable findings. Under the direction of Professor 
Jonas, the expedition explored the area around the 23,000-ft. 
Saipal peak in the main Himalaya chain. Severe storms, which 
also affected other expeditions, prevented the members of the 
group from climbing to the top of Saipal. However, Dr. H. 
Beyer, the expedition’s geodetic expert, was able to survey 
the entire Saipal area and trace the first map of the region 
Numerous Himalaya glaciers were also explored and anthro- 
pological data gathered. The expedition returned home with 
abundant material for research. The experiences of the expe 
dition will be studied for use in subsequent scientific and 
mountain-climbing ventures in the Himalaya area. 


FOREIGN THEATERS PERFORM AUSTRIAN PLAYS. Fritz 
Hochwaelder’s play ‘‘Donadieu’’ was given its successful 
South- American premiere at a performance of the German Thea- 
ter in Buenos Aires. The Schauburg Theater in Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, has purchased the production rights to two Austrian co- 
medies: ‘‘Es gibt immer zwei Moeglichkeiten’’ (There are al- 
ways Two Possibilities) by Anny Tichy and ‘‘Der gestrige 
Tag’’ (Yesterday) by Georg Hutter. The Nuremberg City Thea- 
ter will present the world premiere of ‘‘Jean von der Tonne,”’ 
a new work by the young Austrian author Harald Zusanek. 
‘‘Der Prozess der Luegner’’(The Trial of the Liars) will have 


its world premiere in the Bonn Municipal Theater next season. 


AUSTRIAN DIRECTS DEVELOPMENT OF ISTANBUL OPE- 
RA COMPANY. Max Meinecke, formerly an opera director in 
Vienna and now artistic director of the Istanbul City Theater 
has been invited by theIstanbul Conservatory to head its new- 
ly established school of drama. Meinecke plans to develop a 
first-class opera company within the next two or three years. 
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- AUSTRIA -—- HOME OF SKI-SPORT 


AMERICAN SKIING HAS ORIGINS IN AUSTRIA. In the early 
thirties, American sports life was benefitted by the introduc- 
tion of an activity which was still not very well known — 
skiing. Many people had already heard of the sport but there 
were few Americans who knew how to ski since up to that 
time skiing had remained a European sport. It was two 
Austrians, Hannes Schroll and Sig Buchmayer, champions and 
{istinguished skiteachers intheir own country and in Europe, 
whocametothe United States and established the first major 
ki schools for the purpose of acquainting American skiiers 
with Austria’s highly developed skiing techniques. The Amer- 
ican sports world seized the opportunity enthusiastically and, 
nder the leadership of Austrian skiers, plunged into the 
newly introduced sports activity. After new ski terrains were 
pened in the U.S., the call went out for more Austrian ski 
teachers and for instructors with international qualifications, 
1 callwhich was answeredbythe Austrians Hannes Schneider, 
‘tto Lang, Benno Rybizka, Audi Hening, Sepp Ruschp and 
any others. Since 1931 these men, acting as teachers and 
trainers, haveled American skiing from onetriumph to another. 

In almost every American ski center, it was one of these 
Austrian skiiers who played a pioneering role. Hannes 
Schneider, who revolutionized and reformed the entire school 
f skiing, opened up the great skiing area of North Conway, 
in the eastern United States. The Austrian champion Sepp 
Ruschp organized the ski center in Stowe, Vermont. Another 
Austrian, Hubert Pantz, founded the ski site at Franconia, 
New Hampshire. Under the sponsorship of the Union Pacific, 
Hannes Schroll and Count Schaffgotsch opened up Sun Valley 
in Idaho and made it the skiing paradise of the nation. Benno 
Rybizka organized numerous ski centers in the Northeast of 
this country and in Canada. It was Hannes Schroll who made 
the Sugar Bowl in California great while Harold Baumgartner, 
another Austrian, transformed Sugar Hill in New Hampshire 
into a well-known winter resort. As the representative of the 
Austrian Ski Associationfor North America, Rudolf Mattesich, 
the present director of the Austrian State Tourist Department 
in New York, actively furthered and supported the opening 
ff American skiing areas and the organization of American 
skiing activities. Wherever American skiing needed aid and 
idvice, these were willingly supplied by Austria. 

After the introduction of the Austrian school of skiing in 
the United States, the old guard of this Austrian and, by 
adoption, American skiing school was given valuable assist- 
ance by the elite of Austria’s younger generation of skiiers. 
Rudi Matt came to Sun Valley, Hans Falkner went to Canada. 
Following in their footsteps were Toni Seelos, Peppi Gabl, 
Hubert Jochum, Toni Spiess, Karl Fahrner, Otto Linherr, 
Eddi Mall and Othmar Schneider who, even today, are the most 
sought-after trainers and teachers in the United States. All 
/fthese men are responsible for the fact that American skiing 
1S more intimately linked with Austria than with any country 
in the world, that American skiiers follow the Austrian 
Arlberg School exclusively and that the Alpine competitors 
of that American Olympic and World Championship Teams have 
beenleadfrom success to success almost entirely by Austrian 
trainers. 


There was a period, immediately after the last war, when 





these close ties between the Austrian and American skiing 
worlds were in danger of being severed. Right after the end 
of the war, Austria, as an occupied country, was unable to 
carry on the same activities as other European countries. 
However, when the Austrian International Ski Federation 
(FIS) team appeared at Aspen, Colorado, for the 1950 World 
Championships and pitted its strength against that of the 
other skiing nations ofthe world here on U.S. soil — conquering 
all of the world championship titles for women and enough of 
the titles for men to rank as the world’s best all-round skiing 
skiing team — there was a rebirth of the Austro-American ski 
confraternity and Austria’s position as the first pioneer of 
American skiing was again assured. Today innumerable 
Austrian ski teachers and trainers are active in all sections 
of the U.S. and American champions have made it a rule to 
train in Austria. Year in and year out, American World Champ- 
ionship and Olympic teams can be found at Austrian winter 
resorts and the American champions can thank their Austrian 
trainers for many a gold medal. 

However, those considerations which apply to the champ- 
ions were found to be just as applicable to all Americans 
interested in skiing and every year there is an increase in the 
number of American winter tourists in Austria: every year 
Austrian winter resorts are becoming, to an increasing de- 
gree, the training ground for American skiiers, from beginners 
to champions. 

Today’s supplement of the AUSTRIAN INFORMATION 

BULLETIN is devoted to this close relationship between 
American and Austrian skiing. 
AUSTRIAN SKI SCHOOLS RUNBY CHAMPIONS. It was Hannes 
Schneider who perfected the Austrian skiing technique which 
was subsequently introduced in all countries interested in 
skiing under the name ofthe ‘‘Arlberg Technique.’’ Today, the 
Austrian technique is equally well adapted to racing, running, 
high altitude touring and safe skiing slopes. Only persons with 
outstanding skiing records, in many cases world champions, 
are eligible for positions as ski instructors in Austria. Among 
these instructors are names like those of world champion Toni 
Seelos, who runs the ski school at Seefeld in Tyrol; Friedrich 
Schneider, brother of Hannes Schneider, who directs the ski 
school at Zuers-am-Arlberg; Eberhard Kneisl, famed Austrian 
skiing ace, manager of the ski schools of Soelden and Hoch- 
soelden in Tyrol; ski champion Jos] Gstrein, in charge of the 
schools at Obergurgl] and Ven; champion Friedl Wolfgang, 
director of the Bad Gastein ski school, and many others. 

The best testimonials for the Austrian ski schools are 
the great successes won by Austrian World Championship and 
Olympic teams. In the world championship starts at Aspen, 
Colorado, in 1950, the Austrian woman skiier Dagmar Rom won 
two world championship titles; Trude Beiser-Jochum, another 
Austrian woman, won a world championship title and a second 
place; Erika Mahringer, a third Austrian, won two seconds. 
In the 1950 Canadian Ski Championships, the Austrians won 
five first places, while in the United States championships 
that same year they won two more first places. In the 1952 
Olympic Winter Games, Trude Beiser-Jochum, mentioned 
above, won the Gold Medal for women in the Downhill Race, 
Othmar Schneider won the Gold Medal in the Special Slalom 
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for men, Christian Pravda won the Silver Medal in the Giant 
Slalom for men, Dagmar Rom won the Silver Medal in the 
Giant Slalom for women and Othmar Schneider the Silver Medal 
in the Downhill Race for men. Bronze Medals were won by 
Toni Spiess in the Giant Slalom and by Christian Pravda in 
the Downhill Race. By virtue of these victories, Austria once 
again demonstrated her dominant position in this Alpine sport.

Austria boasts several hundred ski resorts, 
large and small, all of them featuring one or more ski tows, 
chair lifts and cable cars. The thousands of square miles of 
open, snow-covered slopes - including slopes of all gradients- 
make Austria a skiers paradise from December until the begin- 
ning of May. At the present time, Austria has a total of more 
than 31 cable cars, 8 mountain railways and 250 modern chair 
lifts. The highest mountain villages, resorts and lodges are 
accessible in the shortest possible time by means of power- 
driven sleds, mountain railroads, busses and other transpor- 
tation. Austrian ski schools guarantee safe and rapid mastery 
of Alpine skiing methods, based on the world famous Arlberg 
technique perfected by Hannes Schneider. Excellent hotels, 
cozy mountain inns, comfortable and well-equipped mountain 
huts are situated along the country’s comprehensive transpor 
tation network, In addition to offering the sportsman perfect 
snow and slope conditions, the Austrian resorts offer the va- 
cationer an easygoing cosmopolitan life which includes music, 
dancing, open air cafes, night clubs, a constantly changing 
pageant of colorful native costumes, ski carnivals, races for 
guests, competitive games, peasant parades, etc., making up 
the unique Austrian atmosphere enjoyed by hundreds of thou- 
sands of foreign visitors every year.

However, even the tourist who does not visit any of these 
idvertised winter resorts -but prefers the big cities or small 
villages will always find excellent ski slopes, both easy and 
lifficult, enough ski lifts and winter sports activities of all 
kinds. Austria is a complete skiing paradise, from one end 
to another. This was once actually demonstrated by the Aus- 
tian champion Sepp Brunnhaber when, starting on skis from 
St. Stephen’s Square in Vienna at Christmas, he crisscrossed 
Austria in every direction, never taking off his skis. He con- 
cluded his tour in the Silveretta area in June of the following 
year, after having covered thousands of kilometers. Here is 
proof indeed that the skiing enthusiast will find everything he 
could want, anywhere in Austria. 


ALL AUSTRIAN RESORTS EASILY ACCESSIBLE - AIR- 
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LINES OFFER PACKAGE DEALS. Austrian winter resorts 
are easy to reach from any part of the world, particularly 
from the United States. The flight from New York to Vienna 
now takes approximately 20 hours. Throughout the winter, all 
of the big airlines operate flights to Austria while nearly all 
trans-European express trains stopdirectly at the big Austrian 
winter resorts. Where the resort does not have an express 
station, there are comfortable and reliable regular train and 
automobile connections. The express from Paris stops at 
Innsbruck, Langen-am-Arlberg, St. Anton, Kitzbuehl, Zell-am- 
See and Bludenz. The trains from Zuerich and Munich stop 
at the same Austrian resorts. The Arlberg Orient Express, 
proceeding from Paris to Austria via Zuerich, is especially 
designed for winter tourists. The rates for a second-class 
train trip from Paris to the various Austrian winter resorts 
range from $20.00 to $25.00. From Zuerich, the second-class 
rates are between $4.00 and $10.00 and those from Munich 
between $5.00 and $8.00. There are several direct express 
trains to Austria from Italy, Germany, Denmark, Belgium and 
Holland. 

During the 1954-55 winter season, the various interna- 
tional airlines will offer a number of package-deals for trips 
to Austria. For example, the Scandinavian Airline System, 


Dutch K.L.M., American T.W.A., Belgian Sabena and Swissair 

are offering several tours to Austria. The all-inclusive 

price, including flight both ways, room and board, skiing 

equipment and skiing instruction, ranges from $450.00 to 

$700.00. However, other airlines as f.i., The Pan American, 

Air France, British Overseas Airlines also provide fast and 

comfortable service to the Austrian Winter resorts. 

PRICES MODERATE — SKI EQUIPMENT CAN BE RENTED. 

In spite of the high level of comfort which her hotels are able 
to offer foreign visitors, Austria is today considered the most 
inexpensive tourist country in the world. Season rates range 
from $15.00 per week to between $5.00 and $6.00 per day in 
the more fashionable places. Skiing equipment of the highest 
quality can be rented at all winter sport centers. Rental fees 
amount to 20 - 40 cents per day for skis and poles, 32 - 40 
cents per day for ski boots, 8 - 12 cents per day for sleds and 
20 cents for seal skins. The Austro Ski Club, 53 Maria 
Theresienstrasse, Innsbruck, extends membership with all 
privileges to members of American clubs for a fee of $4.00 
per year. Ski instruction of the highest quality is offered at 
all Austrian resorts for $5.20 per week for 4 hours per day, 
6 days a week. This intensive training makes it possible to 
learn how to ski in a week. 

INTERNATIONAL SKIING COMPETITION SCHEDULED FOR 

AUSTRIA. The F.I.S. has scheduled the following interna- 

tional skiing competitions in Austria for the winter season of 

1954-55: January 2 - Ski jump on Berg Isel at Innsbruck; 

January 6 - Ski jump at Bischofshofen; January 15 and 16 - 

‘‘Hahnenkamm”’ race at Kitzbuehel; January 30 - Ski jump at 

Zell-am-Ziller; February 12 and 13 - Junior Alpine competi- 

tions at Innsbruck; February 23 - Inter-province ski jump at 

Klangenfurt; March 5 and 6 - Inter-province Alpine meet at 

Seefeld; March 6 - Border land jump at Bichelbach; April 2 

and 3 - Giant Linherr Memorial Slalom at Zuers am Arlberg. 

Furthermore, as in every year, there are provisions for a 

number of other big skiing contests at all winter resor‘s, with 

foreign skiers participating. The dates for the last-mentioned 

contests will be announced later. 

WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP CONTEST IN FIGURE SKATING TO 
BE HELD IN VIENNA. The International Skating Union in 
in Zurich, Switzerland, decided at its last meeting that next 
year’s world championship contest in figure skating would be 
held in Austria. The events connected with the contest will 
be held in Vienna from February 13 to 17, 1955.

SHOW. Austrial will be brilliantly represented at the big Na- 
tional Winter Sport Show to be held in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden from November 20 to 28, 1954. The Austrian 
part of the show will feature the latest in Austrian skiing 
equipment andclothing as wellas displays by Austria’s leading 
winter resorts of all their attractions.

NEW BEMELMANS BOOK DEALS WITH LECH-AM-ARLBERG. 
The close relationship between American and Austrian skiing 
will soon find new expression in ‘‘Snow Mountain,’’ a book 
by Ludwig Bemelmans which has the Austrian resort of Lech- 
am-Arlberg as its locale. AUSTRIAN INFORMATION has 
learned that two simultaneous childrens’ championships, one 
in Stowe, Vermont, and the other at Lech-am-Arlberg, are 
being held in connection with the publication of this book, 
the winners of each to be awarded ski trips as prizes. The 
American winner willbe invited to Lech-am-Arlberg for several 


weeks and the Austrian champion will go to Stowe for the 
period. An English motion picture company is planning t 
produce a film in Austria based on the Bemelmans book. 

FILM ON DEVELOPMENT OF SKI TECHNIQUES. The ‘‘Bruno 
Loetsch-Film’’ company in Vienna has completed a documen- 
tary film on the development of skiing and skiing techniques. ‘ 
The film, which is entitled ‘‘Vom Alpenstock zum Kandahar”’
